Providing a fitting opening to the 
new session, the addrcsj, which was 
broadcast over station CBM, told 
of the real aid offered by a live 
faith in facing the difficulties and 
responsibilities of life. 

"University Ahva>-s Young" 

After a word of greeting to Mc- 
Glll as a "sister university," Dr. 
Cody explained that although the 
University was the oldest of West- 
ern Civilization's institutions save 
for Roman law and the Christian 
Church, "the universities' are al 
Ways young: but they continue al 
ways to preserve, and transmit the 
most valuable things— the things of 
the spirit, and in this they have 
common aims and responsibilities." 

In the fuUHlIng of these aims and 
responsibilities by tl^c individual, 
he continued, there are three fun- 
damental needs which can be 
answered only by religion: "A sound 
philosophy of life, which can alone 
put meaning-into life, a noble mor- 
ality growing out of this philosophy, 
and the inner power to do what 
philosophy and morals tell us is 
right." 

There had been many explana- 
tions of the universe. Dr. Cody 
went on, but none better than that 
found in the Christian religion. 
"There are difficulties in them all, 
but fewer in ours," he said. 

"Arise From Depression" 

We ail come at some lime or an- 
other to a period of depression, 
stated Dr. Cody, and indeed "this 
is the only foundation upon which 
God .can build any worthy moral 
structure. But there is need to hear 
the call to arise, especially in time 
of failure when we may be tempt- 
ed to a mood of continuous depres- 
sion." 

The call to "Stand on your feet" 
Dr. Cody said, is a call to 'self-re- 
spect The inferiority complex can- 
not exist where there is faith in 
ourselves. This faith implies faith 
also in others and in God Himself. 

"Democracy based solely on the 
rights oi man is always in peril, 
but democracy based on man made! 
redeemed and indwelt by God can 
stand on its own feet." 

Dr. C. P. Martin, chairman of the 
Staff Christian Association, gave a 
brief outline of the group and its 
aims, and the whole service was 
conducted by the Hev. W. A. Fer- 
guson, Principal of the "Diocesan 
Theological College.

Dr. Vincr, lecturer in Neurology 
and Psychiatry at the University, 
and Honorary President of the 
Maccabean Circle, was guest speak 
cr at the opening meeting of the 
organization held yesterday after 
noon in the Grill Room of the 
Union. In discussing the place of 
the Jewish student in society, he 
stressed that they avoid scgrega 
tlon, and take a wider interest in 
the varied activities of the world 
about us. 

Speaking as a Psychiatrist, Dr. 
Viner said that Jewish people in 
particular are bound by a tradition, 
in a . non-rellglous, sense, which 
lends to develop narrow interests. 
Ho felt that if they were to take 
a wider interest in the varied ac- 
tivities of the world, they would 
lead a more intcresUng and fuller 
life. 

Other speakers at the meeting in- 
clude Mr. R. Specter, a represen- 
tative of the Bnai Brith. and Mr. 
P. F. Vinebcrg. lecturer in Econom- 
ics and Political Science at the Uni- 
versity, and a past president of the 
Maccabean Circle. 

In discussing the history of the 
Bnai Brith. Mr. Spector told of the 
history and aims of the Hillel Foun- 
daUon. Mr. Vinebcrg related the 
past efforts to found such a society 
at McGill. At a special meeting 
to be held in the near future, the 
Maccabean Circle will discuss the 
feasibility 'of founding such a so- 
ciety at McGill. 

In his address to the students, 
Mr. Vineberg said that the men and 
women al the University today are

On Saturday evening the Cos 
mopolitan Cliib licnrd Profchsor 
Laviolette give tlic opening .ad 
dress of the season in which ho 
discussed "Cosmopolitnni.sm in 
and out of the UnlverMty." This 
talk, which was attended by 
about l.nO students, was lîased 
largely upon his experiences in 
an American Japanese reloca- 
tion centre in Wyoming during 
the past summer. 

Dr. Laviolette emphasized that 
the greater part of the "Japanese 
problem" in the U.S.A. was brought 
about merely because the majority 
of American citizens, both in the 
relocation camps and on the Paci- 
fic Coast, had never taken the 
trouble to know and understand 
their oriental minorities. Many of 
them, he said, were true Americans 
who had never seen Japan and 
could not even speak Japanese. ' 

"Yet the current popular feeling 
about these people is such." he 
said, "that even many members of 
the University staff warned me 
that I should probably get a knife 
in my back, when they heard where

In February, and as a result of 
the subiect matter of the addresses 
by the various Arms during De- 
cember, Cadets would be re-group- 
ed for instruction' in the Arms of 
their choice by representative of- 
ficers of the various Arm;, who 
would give concentrated courses, 
including in them those features 
calculated to be the most Instruc- 
tive and most Interesting for a ten 
period course. 

The Headquarters and Instruc- 
tional Staff of the McGill C.O.T.C. 
and the Specialist Officers of the 
Reserve Units whom it is proposed 
will be associated with the Course, 
are prepared to make this Course 
of some sixty hours in all, one 
which in its range and general in- 
terest fully warrants the support of 
thai section of the Student Body 
eligible to engage in same. Those ^ 
taking It would as a result be bet- 
ter grounded and qualified to de- 
cide which Arm of the Service 
they should choose If called upon 
to serve in the course of the pres- 
ent War.

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Four-hour Course 

The McGlll C.O.T.C. has announced a 
new course in pre-officcr training which 
will be run on a basis of four hours a week, 
and for whicli men with two years exper- 
ience in the unit are eligible. Enrolling in 
the course will be carried out on a purely- 
voluntary basis, but if an insufficient num- 
ber of undergraduates are interested, the 
success of the project will be seriously 
jeopardized. ' 

The syllabus is in keeping with the 
proud record of the McGill unit. It is of an 
advanced type, and is to include rifle and 
Bren range exercises, driving of army 
vehicles, a comprehensive and practical 
course on orders and appreciations, and 
talks by experts on the various arms of the 
service. It is a concrete proof that our 
C.O.T.C. syllabi arc not being outmoded 
by tlio rapid progress of the war and the 
changes in types of weapons and tactics. 

The course is aimed mainly at those 
students who are required to take one 
hour of military training per week. Its 
success depends upon their support, but 
whether they will favour a three-hour per 
week increase in their training is a matter 
of some conjecture. 

The government has wisely decided 
that the technical training of those stu- 
dents in the last two years of Engincciing 
and Science is of vital importance to the 
war effort, and with this in mind they have 
seen fit to reduce the required amount of 
military training very extensively. In ad- 
dition, the trend of officer selection seems 
to point to the fact that a large percentage 
of the technically trained graduates will be 
sent to indi'istry, and to branches of the 
service other than the Army. The institu- 
. tion of the Army Course is a case in point, 
for its purpose is the rapid training of pot- 
ential officer material. The Army also pro- 
poses to commission overseas men.^ This 
puts the university graduate in a rather 
unenviable position as far as enlistment is 
concerned, but it must be remembered that 
even one large scale encounter may change 
the situation. 

Another important consideration is the 
university regulations concerning passing 
percentages and rcadmittance to the uni- 
versity. Those who register for the new 
course will have to be fairly certain of 
their scholastic standing, or they may be 
faced with dismissal from the university at 
Christmas or in tho Spring. There has been 
no official pronouncement concerning a 
bonus for those students taking military 
training. Last year, five percent was grant- 
ed upon recommendation by the university 
training establishments for all who had 
fulfilled their training requirements. 

At the present moment, the solution of 
the situation rests with the student. The 
C.O.T.C. proposes a course which will bo 
of considerable benefit to those students 
who are' fit and willing to enter the Army 
upon graduation or in the mlddlè of their 
studies. It is of such a nature that oven 
those who are héading for tho Navy or the 
Air Force will profit by registering. The 
|factors to be considered arc: success in 
Ktudiés, valuable militarj' experience, the 
latlitudc of the government as regards In- 
dustry and the armed forces. The student 
will have to wcigii these factors, as well as 
any personal ones, carefully; make his 
deeUidû ; And .etlck by it. 



The Daily Meets 

Fritz Brandtner

"If you are not sure this is the top- 
take it from me!" 

This bit of advice appeared on the baclc. 
of a picture In the Montreal Art Gallery. 
Highly amtued, we turned the canvas 
around to find an extraordinarily vivacious 
piece of abstract art, vibrant with color 
and composed of strong, cleanly painted 
shapes. Such w^s one of my earliest re* 
collections of Fritz Brandtner, and his art. 

A visit to his stuclio confirmed first im- 
pressions. There everything, from the sign 
on the door to the furniture within was 
of his own invention. Only the essential 
pieces of furniture of the simplest Unes 
and of subdued greys were used, against 
walls of pure white. This, of course, fur« 
nished an excellent setting for those typi- 
cal canvases of green horses, red men, 
yellow suns and great abstract works which 
strike a predominant red note. 

"What prompts you to paint these, Mr. 
Brandtner?" I asJted. ^ 

"Well," he explained; "the older one 
gels and the more painting one does, the 
more one realizes how impossible it is for 
any human being to try to copy nature. 
One can never hope to be able to draw a 
tree as beautifully as' it has been made, 
so why not simply express on paper the 
feelings which it inspires? Furthermore, 
one man's conception of a certain scene is 
really the sum of impressions that he 
acquires before he reaches that spot which 
finally strikes the spark of his imagination. 
Therefore, one must put into one's picture 
all those impressions which have created 
in one's mind a certain mood and a. feel- 
ing for what finally lies before one. Much 
of the fun of seeing a picture comes in 
being able to capture a glimpse of the man 
who painted it. 

Standing before a long canvas with red, 
orange and yellow men drawn towards a 
magnificent blazing sun in the background, 
he said, "I shall never forget one little 
boy who came to my studio one day and 
standing before this painting said, 'Gee, 
Mr. Brandtner, you sure can paint them 



goodl* That was one of my greatest com- 
pliments. A child doea not care whether 
the men have cars or fingernails or eye- 
lashes or whether they are green or yel- 
low. It strikes a kindred chord in his soul 
and he can't help saying so." , 

Without a doubt Mr. Brandtaer's paint- 
ing has a strong appeal to youths and 
adults who are sufficiently unsophisticated 
to revel in pure bright color, freshness and 
vigor. 

Mr. Brandtner came from the Free City 
of Danzig eighteen years ago, and since has 
painted all over Canada— from the totem 
polcs^of ^ British ;,Columbla to the forests 
of ^Northern' Quebec. His favorite ' means 
of expression Is mural painting, and it was 
he who designed the stone murals on the 
new Montreal C.N.R. Station. 

As hii mood changes with a change of 
subject, so do both his media and his tech- 
nique. He does paintings and sketches In 
oil, water«coIor, poster paint, ink. and pencil 
as well as linoleum cuts and metal work. 

Nor is Mr. Brandtner an artist who 
paints in an ivory tower. His work includes 
such a variety of subjects as harbor scenes, 
washerwomen, Laurentian landscapes, Mrs. 
Brandtner, and political meetings. Looking 
at one isketch of tramps lying asleep on 
Fletcher's Field, he explained: 

"I tried to convey their complete ex- 
haustion, the careless attitudes of sleep 
and the feeling that their whole bodies 
^almost sink into the earth itself." 

All his work is dominated by the one 
idea of conveying an impression to the 
world of a cross-section of life as seen by 
and understood by one man. 

For several years, Mr. Brandtner has 
been teaching children in the poorer parts 
of the city and has had a class in the 
Children's Memorial Hospital. Last year at 
the Y.M.C.A. he taught a group of adults 
who had never before painted. So Fritz 
Brandtner, besides painting the Canada 
which he sees about him, has made and is 
making art a vital and necessary means of 
cxpreision in the lives of many of Canada's 
people. 



Movie Reviews 



AT THE PALACE 

"Let's Face It", the feature attraction at 
the Palace Theatre this week, is a rollicking 
comedy, and a "mu&t' for fans of Bob Hope 
and Betty Hutton. This is the first time these 
two comedians have been cast together, and in 
this reviewer's opinion, they have made a 
smashing success of it. Betty Hutton is her 
usual riotous self, only slightly subdued; she 
does;''not 'get involved in as- many. -lirk wis as 
she old in "Happy Go Lucky", or "Star 
Spangled Rhythm". - •■ 

The story of "Let's Face It", which is only 
a rather weak peg on which to hang a number 
of very comical situations, deals wlth-an- Amer- 
ican rookie (Bob Hope) who is engaged to the 
pi^prletor of a slimming school (Bètty-Hutton), 
but who finds it difficult to keep hlnuclf out 
of the guard-house, and the wedding ring out 
of the pawn shop, long enough to gel married. 
Three singularly unattractive women are left 
at the slimming school by their husbands who 
arc going on a fishing trip. The women, who 
suspect that their husbands' Urip is not quite 
as innocent as it would appear, decide they 
will make their husbands jealous, and wish to 
hire three soldiers to do the job. As our rookie 
has just smashed a jee]> and the side of the 
recreation hall, and is somewhat in Uncle 
Sam's debt, he decides to take on the assign- 
ment, with a couple of buddies. 

The climax comes when the three phllan- 
dering husbands and their "sweet young 
things", the three wives with the soldiers, and 
the soldiers' girl-friends, confront each other 
with drastic accusations. All sorts of explana- 
tions are made with no avail. Although the 
husbands and wives forgive and forget, the 
cirls are through with their soldiers. That is, 
they arc through until they become heroes by 
capturing a Nazi submarine unarmed except 
by their own wits, and a lucky accident. This 
Is tho funniest situation in the whole picture, 
and in Itself worth the price of admission. 
But your reviewer will not spoil ihe surprise 
by telling you how it comes about. See it for 
yourself. 

There is an excellent selection of short sub- 
Jects on the Palace program this week, in 
particular one entitled "Three Bears in a 
Boat", which deals with the highly amusing 
antics of three bear cubs shooting rapids in a 
canoe by themselves. An orchestra short, a 
Popular Science article, a Fuppetoon and a 
news-reel round out this program.— J. D.

AT THE CAPITOL 

Featured at the Capitol this wctk ii 
"Bataan", one of the best war pictures to come 
to the Montreal screen in recent months. It is 
the story of a patrol of American soldiers on 
Bataui, symbolic of the magnificent valor and 
courage displayed by the "expendables" left to 
meet the onslaught of Japan so that the Allies 
might' have more time to muster their amies 
There is no flag-waving, but the sacrifices 
these men make, and tho courage they display, 
will stir your adn^lratlon and respect. Robert 
Taylor, Lloyd Nolan, Thomas Mitchell, and a 
new star, Robert Walker, are magnlfieent. 

At the outset the patrol consltu of thirteen 
men, most of whom have never fought togotlier 
before. Their task is to destroy a bridge the 
Japs must cross in its advance, and Impedo the 
efforts of the enemy to reconstruct it: After 
destroying the bridge they make camp near it. 
They are doomed, for many of the enemy have 
managed to cross the bridge before its de- 
struction, and they must maintain a constant 
vigil. Moments of tense drama and action, as 
when they repel a charge with fixed bayonets, 
will keep your emotions at a high pitch.

Music Notes 



PIERRE MGNTETIX 

October 17, 1943. 

At the St. Denis, on Friday, Pierre MonteuA, 
director of the San Francisco Symphony, took 
the podium to direct the Montreal Philharmonic 
Orchestra in a festival of French music. It has 
now become a custom here to begin a musical 
evenlnig on time, and the concertistarted'on'tbc 
dot at eight thirty. A full house is the proof of 
Mr. Monteux' increasing popularity. 

I.et us discuss the music first. 

The program started with the Overture to 
the second act of "Bcnvenuto Cellini," one of 
Berlioz' operas; the "Carnaval Romain" was a 
masterpiece of lightness and gaiety. Mr. Mon- 
teux' finesse was clearly shown in the execu- 
tion of this piece. 

We admired Pierre Monteux's skill in his 
rendition of Franck's only Symphony in D 
Minor. 'Very French in his technique, the for- 
mer director of the Paris Symphony Orchestra 
made of the Symphony a vivid sound-picture of 
the gentle sweep of the French country-side. 
From Western France, through the mountains, 
to the plains and vales of the Loire Valley, 
eastward to the Ardennes, down the Saone and 
the Rhone, finally to the Alps (tAc climax), 
and the snow-peaked mountains, high in the 
sky, daring conquest by man. As to the purely 
musical side of the Symphony, the light and 
shadow making the paintings possible were 
contrasted strongly. Unfortunately, the brass 
section still left something to be desired; faulty 
acoustics may be blamed. 

To those who have- seen "Fantasia," "The 
Scorccrcr's Apprentice" by Paul Dukas was en- 
robed in quite a different fashion. It had a llt> 
tie touch of "something" that made it even 
more enchanting, more humorous. In this piece 
the Improvement in the brasses was an 
achievement. Their short Soli were clear, dis- 
tinct, and constantly good. "The Sorcerer's Ap- 
prentice"- was very charming. 

Then came two ' Nocturnes, "Clouds" and 
''Festivals." "Clouds'* was very colourful, but 
"Festivals" stopped our wandering minds. It 
seemed that a heavenly music was coming from 
afar, always distant and appealing. It may be 
claimed one of Debussy's best works. 

"La 'Valse" by Maiirlce Ravel ended the pro- 
gram. It is not Hayel at bis best. It séèihs that 
Tchaikovsky alone has bëeh able to compose a 
waltz that did not take after Strauss. At many 
points in "La Valse," It seemed wo were headed 
straight for the "Tales of the Viênna Woods." 
However, its rhythm carries us delightfully 
along as it varies Irom a heavy background to 
an enchanting lightness. 

Enough for the music; now for the conduc- 
tor. 

We have heard the view expressed that a 
prolonged stay by Pierre Monteux would 
greatly benefit our orchestral music. After hav- 
ing seen bim In action, and witnfised his un- 
affected method of directing, we cannot share 
this view. Our oriehistras are trained to follow 
a maestro super-saturated "with dynamism, who 
communicates his "fire" to musicians who 
otherwise retain a passive attitude. > 

Pierre Monteux Is a wonderful maestro of 
the podiuin. For us, he resembles that old gen- 
tleman of the "vieille école" who, with his 
baton seems to be able to get music of nearly 
anything. His baton is magic; it paints for us 
pictures and moods as few others hav< been 
able to do, 

Pierre Monteux's directing is an énjoyment 
to the èye. He is not dramatic like many 
others. His lack of formalism makes us' love 
h.id admire him. We bid him "Au Revoir," un- 
til we hear hint again on .October 29th, — A.P.

Restrictions on 
Athletics 
Not New 



Acadia, Wolfville, N.S., Oct. 
12,— C.U.P.— As Acadia opened 
for the 1943-44 term football 
again came to the fore as the 
big sports attraction for fans 
and players alike. Although 
not .'■pcctacular, Acadia's teams 
in other years have been con- 
sistent and in the past twelve 
years, since our entrance into 
the City League. Major Kelly 
hai coHched many fine teams. 
Students of twenty-five years 
ago,, as they came back to reg- 
ister for the fall term of 1017- 
18 were in a somewhat similar 
situation to that In which we 
find ourselves today. Similar 
wartime restrictions were im- 
posed on Intercollegiate sports 
as are now in force. 

Crisis of 1917-18 
In the fall of 1017 a meeting 
of the A..\.A.A. was called for 
the purpose of organizing a 
football team. There had been 
no team the year before be- 
cause of the shortage' of men 
and the apparent lack of inter- 
est among the students to or- 
ganize a team. Nevertheless, in 
that year a team was organized 
and captained by Ira Clark, an 
outstanding athlete of that per- 
iod. Almost immediately how- 
ever, ho joined the Royal Air 
Corps, ,-Hnd the team broke up 
without playing a game. When 
World War I had terminated in 
1918, It Is interesting to note 
that during the football season 
of the following year, Acadia 
had one of the strongest foot- 
ball teams of her history. This 
was due to the influx of men 
discharged from the armed 
forces. A coach was obtained 
and Acadia football once more 



became prominent in Maritime 
Intercollegiate circles. 

Interest Renewed 
In November, 1D21, football 
was the main item on the ath- 
letic program at the opening 
of college. The Acadia "Scrim", 
ss it was termed in those days, 
was relied upon to carry on the 
brunt of the attack. The first 
game of the season was played 
with the Halifax Crescents, 
which Acadia won, 4-0. 

The 1935 season opened with 
Acadia defeating Dal 5-3 in the 
first game of the league. An

With this in mind, all stu- 
dents should take every opportun- 
ity to meet others of different racial 
stocks and cultures, and to realize 
that they too were human beings, 
and in particular, all prospective 
Civil Servants should try to build 
up a Cosmopolitan background to 
help them to attain a truer under- 
standing of human values.

day at sea a sailor spends on crash- 
time. 

When his ship docks, our rating 
will probably <go ashore with his 
winger or buddy and they might 
date up a couple of parties. If they 
missed the regular liberty boats, 
they would simply go adrift and 
take the jolly boat. To get drunk 
in a friendly town like 'New York 
they wouldn't need much boodle- 
just fifteen cents or so for a latch- 
llftcr. 

Going adrift is risky on a pusser 
ship, however, and a sailor trying 
it is liable to be run or rattled. He 
might only get'on day's scale or 
"Onc-and-One" (stoppage of leave 
and pay). If lie jumped ship, how- 
ever, he would probably be put in 
the choke, and they might also dip 
his rating; 

One of the descriptive terms to 
bo found in matelot talk is "R.C.N. 
weather" which is the sunny weath- 
er at sea when a man feels like 
going R.C.N. "Ncwfie sunshine" 
applies to the opposite— r.iin and 
fog. Another gem is "soojie" which 
is soapy water with lye, used for 
scrubbing decks. Halifax is known 
both as Slackers and .Handy Har 
hour, depending on one's viewpoint. 

The tour words most often used 
in the Navy are ''pusser" (which 
corresponds to' the "G.I." of the U.S. 
Army, "liddlcy" (pretty, fancy 
dress uniform), "gash" extra, left- 
over, garbage),' and' "gear" (appara- 
tus, machinery, luggage, clothes). 
Pusser is used to modify everything 
from beer to boots, clothes to rum 
Even waiting In line is referred to 
as "pusser routine." A pretty girl 
is a "tiddley piece ot gear." 

Two words never used In the Can 
adian Navy (although as rife as 
ever in the R.N.), are adopted au- 
tomatically by new entries— "mate' 
and "chum." Only in barracks does: 
"Whats the time, chum?" "Three 
bells, matel" grate on the ears of 
the old sailor. When his friends 
on the ship want him, thoy revert 
to the Newfie, and say either "By" 
or "Jargc."

NAVY LINGO 

The thing most battUng to 
UJf.T.D. ratings at sea this summer 

was not the work they were doing 
nor the food they were eating but 
the strange dialect going on about 
them. Fo'r, since the war began, sea 
terms in use since Nelson's time 
haye^been Joined by htmdreds of 
wbids still hardly known outside 
the Canadian Navy. This fall's crop 
ot U.N.T.D. recruits, after learnhig 
what a bowline is and which side 
is port can try rolling a few ot 
these off their tongues: 

When our budding matelot goes 
into barracks he is known as a 
jeep, wears a white jeep hat and 
a jeepstring or lanyard. As such, 
he is an object of scorn' by the 
saltier jacks. If after a little seatime 
he tries spinning salty dips about 
his travels and how often he's been 
fished (torpedoed), he Is known as 
a bow-wave and Is once more an 
object of scorn. 

It ,is unlikely that h^ has been 
dratted to a battle-wagon, and it 
particularly unlucky he may have 
got a fruit-ship or phony packet on 
which the ratings are always nat- 
tering about, their officers. He 
finds that the Captain, First Lieu- 
tenant, and Navigating Officer are 
known as the.

Room, where many a stoker takes 
warmth and fresh air at the same 
time during cold weather.
